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The Ohio State RegionalMedical program is still in,the Planning
stages. A Program Coordinatorhas been appointedand an Advisory Group
and PlanningCommitteeare organized. The program is currentlyoperating
‘undera grant totalling$109,417.

Dr. Neil’C. Andrews, the Program Coordinatorand AssistantDean of
the Ohio State UniversityCollegeof Medicine>and his staff have been
concentratingtheir effortson (1) info~ing the medical co~unitY and
public about RegionalMedical Programs and (2) conductingplallningand
feasibilitystudies. The latter includea study to evaluate the feasibi-
lity of a cancer registryand planning for two-way televisionsystem for
consultationand education.

Twelve local communityplanning groups are being developedto assure
grassrootsparticipation.

THE REGION

Early in 1966, the Broad of Regents of the Ohio State Universityencouraged
the Universityto propose and develop a RegionalMedical Program for the area.
The boundariesof the Regionhave been establishedbut it is anticipatedthat
they will need redefinitionas this program and the borderingRegionalMedical
Programsdevelop. The Ohio State RegionalMedical Program has held discussions
with its neighboringRegionalMedical Programs,includingthe Northeast
(Cleveland)and the Northwest (Toledo)Ohio Regions, the Ohio Valley Region,
(Cincinnati,Kentuckyand parts of Indiana),and the Indiana RegionalMedical
Program.

ORGANIZATIONAND STAFFING

On November 27, 1967 Dr. Neil C. Andrewswas officiallyappointedProgran
Coordinator. He had been serving as Acting Coordinatorfor the first seven
months of the Program. Two additionalfull-timestaff have been hired and
several practicingphysiciansare serving in a part-time capacity. A core
15-man Planning Committeehas been organizedwith membershipdrawn prima-ily
from the medical school: additionalmembers have recentlybeen appointed
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Three task forces in Cancer,Heart and Strokehave been organizedwith
the Chairmanof each coming from the Collegeof Medicine.

The members of the Program are planning that the Program Coordinator’s
activitieswill be supportedby a functionalorganizationconsistingof
teams providingspecializedskills in heart disease, cancer,stroke and
related diseases.

INTER-INSTIT~IONAL RELATIONSHIPS

Cooperationand communicationsis an essentialelement in the success of the
program. The Coordinatorand his staff have made significantprogress in
opening channelsof communications. They have visited and spokenwith many
of the countymedical societies,voluntary health agenciesand hospitals.
The Ohio HospitalAssociationrecentlydistributedto all Ohio Hospital
Administratorsthe Newsletterof the Ohio State RMP encouragingits members
to cooperateand become involvedin the Program. Task Forces and Conferences
are also being utilized to strengthenthese relationships.

Sm~GIONAL DEVELOP~NT

Twelve local communityplanninggroupswill assist in identifyinglocal
needs and proposingprojectsto meet these needs. .Threehave been established
to date, chairedby practicingphysiciansfrom the local medical societies.
These are in: Columbus,Marion, and Gallipolis.

PLAN~ING ACTIVITIES

The inicialplanning grant applicationproposed a number of planning studies.
These include: (1) a survey of physiciansand institutionsto assess needs;
(2) planning and developingdemonstrationunits, includingsophisticated
electronicinstrumentationfor cardiovasculardisease and cancer. The units
will be usedfor continuingeducationof physicians,nurses, and other health
personnel. (3) evaluate the feasibilityof a cancer registry; (4) study
the potentialvalue of a two-wayTV system for consultationand education.
